Afghans hold protest 
rallies world over 


LONDON. Dec. 27 (R) ^ Afghan protes- 
ters staged marches m Iranian, fod^.* 
West German and American cities Monday 
to mark the third anniversary of the Soviet 
iaterveDtioa ia A^iomstan. 

Tehran radio s^ AJ^ghans living in the dty 
marched in front of the Soriet Embasqr but 
reported no disturbances. The demonstrators 
carried portraits of Ayatollah Khomeini and 
chanted slogans demanding the expulsion of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan, the radio 
said. 

Big mardies were held in Mashhad. Zahe- 
dan. Kerman. Esfahan and Saveb. it said. An 
estimated one-and-a-half to two million 
Afghans live in Iran. 

In New DelhL about 1 00 Afghan refugees, 
including women and children, gathered at 
police barriers outride the Soviet Embas^ 
chanting riogans for a Soviet witbdrairal. 
About 20 refogees Monday ended a 48-hour 
hunger strike outride the embas^ which they 
stag^ to mark the anniversary.

In Bonn, waving protest banners in Aratuc 
and Genu an, several hundred demonstrators 
marched to the Soriet EmbassyMonday. 

Bonn police said the demonstrators, many 
of them Afghans, nombered about 500. Their 
green and white banners read. "Afghanistan 
lives’' and "down with the KGB.” 

Polioe said there were noiincicknts during 
the peaoefo] demonstration, Th^ said the 
demonstrators gathered at Bonn’s central 
marke^laoe before marching fo the embassy. 

In Angeles hundreds of Afghans 


joined -in prayers and burned a r^Uca of foe 
Soviet fla^ Among those at the demonstra- 
tion outride the Federal Buildbig in West Los 
Angeles was Aaz Djamily. 33. a ieweby 
salesman who said many of bis relatives 
remain in the Afghan ca^tal of Kabul. 

Meanwhile freedom fighters claimed 
Monday to have Inflicted heavy damage and 
casualties during a mortar attack last week on 
a Soviet airbase near the jfekistai border. 

A spokesman for the Ynnis Rhalis group 
said 40 Af^ian and Soviet troopers were kil- 
led or wounded when a group of 50 Mujahe- 
deen attacked Jalalabad aiipoit Dec. 21 . 

Muh^med Yaqub 
Sfaarafat. said two lielieopteis and four 
armored vehicles were destroyed. Jalalabad 
is located in Nangarhar province, about 80 
kilometers west of the Pakistan border. 
Shar^t said the freedom fighters withdrew 
without suffering any losses.

Asked about U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan’s statement that reports of malnutii- 
tion are exaggeiated, Mayer said. " f m sure 
there are many things the president knows 
that I don’t know, but nutrition does not hap- 
pen (o be one of them.”

U.S. ready to give Egypt arms aid 
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CAIRO, Dec. 27 (AFP) - The U.S. 
administration is prepared to give Egypt as 
mutdi militaiy aid as it wants, but may run 
into opposition from Congress. U.S. Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger said ia an 
interview in Monday’s editiOT of tbe Egyp- 
tian newspaper Al AJMar. 

Weinberg stressed "foe importanqe of 
the role played by Egypt, which occupies a 
strategic position in u extremely important 
part of the world.” But he indicated tlmt tbe 
Reagan administration could encounter 
"problems with Congress regarding military 
assistance to various countries.” 

Weinbeiger also reaffirmed that Preadeut 
Ronald Reagan's Middle East peace initia- 
tive, tbe"barisforU.S. action,” puttopprior- 
hy on a vdthdrawal of all foreign troops from 
Lebanon, followed by a set&meut in tbe 
Israeli-occupied West Bank of foe Jordan 
River, 

Reagan's peace proposal of last September 
ca^ for Palestiniaii autonomy id associa- 
tion with Jordan in the West Bank. 

Describing Egypt as*’a very trienefly coun- 
try,” Weinberger said” we believe Egypt has 
a strong milita^ force, and we want to pro- 
vide Egypt with all the aid it asks for.”

Soviets urged to quit Kabul 


BONN, Dec. 27 (R) — West Germany 
appealed to the new ^viet leadership to pull 
its troops out of A^hanistan and agree to an 
international conference to seek a political 
solution to the A^han problem. 

In a statement marking the third anniver- 
saiy of the Soviet intervention, Foreign 
Minister Hans-Oietricb Genscher said: “The 
federal government renews its appeal to the 
Soviet Union to respect the wishes of the 
A^^ian people, expressed dramaticaOy in 
resistance and mass flight, to withdraw its 
troops from the country and allow the 
A^ban people to exercise freely its right to 
independence and autonomy.” 

He said the 1981 European Co mmuni ty 
idea of an international oonfeience, rejected 
at the time by Moscow, “sets out a realistic 


way to a solution practicable for the Soviet 
Union.” 

Hopes for an early solution were pinned on 
the new Soviet Communist Party 
Secretary-General. Yuri Andropov, be said. 

Genscher said more than, three milljoa 
Albans, about a fifth of the population, bad 
fled the country since the Soviet intervention. 

West German diplomats said reoendy 
Genscher received hints when he met 
Andropov in Moscow last month that Mos- 
cow was seeking ways to withdraw from 
Afghanistan. 

Chancellor Helmut KohTs Christian 
Democrats accused Moscow of wa^g “a 
mereOess war against the entire Afghan peo- 
ple — against freedom filters, defenceless 
women, old men and chUdreo.” 


Pakistan, Iran to halt smuggling 


ISLAMABAD, Dec. 27 (R) — Iran Mon- 
day {Hoposed better policing of its border 
whh Pakistan in a move which could cut the 
number of Iranians fleeing to Pakistan, offi- 
cial sources said. 

They said the suggestion was made at a 
meeting in Islamabad between Iranian 
Interior Minister Hojatoleslam Ali Akbar 
Nateq-Nuri and Pakistani Interior Minister 
Mahmood Haroon. 

The sources said the Iranian minister had 
pmp(Xied the two countries establish a joint 
commission 1o bait drug and other smuggling 
and stop criminals fleeing across the border in 
both directions. 

Western diplomats said one result of step- 
ped patrols along the frontier was likely to 


be more anestsof Iranians illegally immigrat- 
ing to Pakistan. Tlie Pakistani fontier is a 
popular route for Iranians wanting to leave 
their country. 

Pakistan, which is developing trade ties 
with Iran, regards the immigration issue as 
sensitive and has not disclosed figures on Ira- 
nians crossing into its territory. But 
authoritative sources said several thousand 
Iranians crossed to Pakistan in the past year. 

Pakistani customs authorities regularly 
announce large seizures of Iranian currency, 
mainly from boats plying between the two 
countries. The sources said the currency was 
generally money smug^d out of Iran for 
illegal noigcants to Pakistart.

Flood alert remains in 4 French departments 


PARIS, Dec. 27 ( AP) — Emergenty flood 
orders remained in effect Sunday for four 
Frendi departments (counties) where some 
cities have been under water for days because 
of flooding by rain-swoBen rivers. 

At least five peisons have died since the 
floods began a week ago and afiected 40 of 
the 95 departments in France. On Sunday, 
rescue workers found tbe bocty of the latest 
victim — a 19-year-old woman whose car was 
swept away by the Loire River after a crash in 
central France. Officials plan to start making 
damage reports Monday when government 
offices reopen after the holiday weekend. 

Several thousand femiHesweie forced to 
evacuate homes during the Christmas 
weekend or live in homes with several inches 
of water because of tbe flooding. Two 
departments in the west central region of 


France were still under flood orders because 
of waters from the Charante River. 

Two departments in east-centra! France 
were still under flood orders. Tbe worst hit 
dty in that area was Macon, which has been 
under as much as 50 centimeters of water for 


the past few days. In Paris, river-tide expre- 
ssways have been closed because of flooding 
from the Seine River. Outside the Paris met- 
ropolitan area, about 300 homes in the Esbly 
region have bren cut off from roads because 
of flooding by the Marne River.

Until the construction of the Trans- 
Gambiao Highway in 1 9.S8. the Casamance 
was isolated froiatbe restof the Senegal, and 
communication between the two parts of die 
country remains difficult. 

Tracts being circulated in Dakar since 
Sunday proclaim "the Imprescriptible right of 
Casamance to independence." The pamp- 
hlets are signed by the “Movement of the 
Democratic Forces of Casamance." a previ- 
ously unknown group. The sources in Ziguin- 
chor said the movement for independence 
apparently has spread to other small towns in 
the region.

SAN SALVADOR. Dec. 27 ( AP) — The 
church in FI Salvador Sunday renewed its call

Gregorio Rosa Chavez, auxiliary bishop of 
San Salvador, said an average of 446 persons 
'a month had died in a five-month period in El 
Salvador, bringing the total for the year to

number « >f wounded and mutilated, the hun- 
dreds of thousands of displaced and the incal- 
culable damage from acts of sabotage." he 


“These are the bitter fruits of violence. 
Aren't these figures sufficient to opt for the 
methods of peace." he asked. Human rights 
groups here estimate 38.000 persons have 
been killed in tbe three years of violence bet- 
ween government forces and the guerrillas' 
and at the hands of r^tist death souads. 

Sunday morning, electricity was cut to 
two-thirds of the country, including this capi- 
tal city, three times, but power company offi- 
cials declined to say tf the outages were 
related to the war.

The birth anniveisaiy of Mao Tse-tung has oorap Md^ojoe. 
almost unnoticed in his native couato'- China, to which be 
introduced communism hoping that it would prove to be the 
panacea the people needed to overcome their myriad prob- 
lems. 

Mao is certainly one of the great historical figures of all time 
but his legacy appears to be of dubious value. True, he wiped 
out the rarik feudahsm of the age, eUzninated corruption, 
improved the civil service and restored Chinese morality 
which had been assailed by Western imperialism. 

I That was soon after he seized power from the Kuomintang 
I which he deliberately stabbed in the back while the National- 
ists were fighting off the Japanese invasioa and occupation of 
the country. 

^th Japan defeated by the U.S. at the end of World War II. 
and the Kuomintang considerably weakened and demoral- 
ized, Mao seized power and started buflding a personality cult 
so pervasive that only Kim D Sung of North Korea can match. 

Unfortunately for the Chinese people. Mao forced the 
country to stagnate. His zenophobia took hold of him and 
forced him to suspect everything foreign. 

When be felt his power slipping he initiated another disaster 
— the so-called Cultural Revolution which was neither cul- ^ 
tural nor revolutionary but a vindictive campaign against < 
those who failed to adore him. In the process. China actually 
regressed and fell well behind some of hs more progressive 
neighbors like Japan. South Korea and. of course, the 
Republic of China (Taiwan). 

^ successors have realized the enormity of the damage 
that Mao and the personality cult had done and set about to 
stem the tide of regression knowing that this will not be an 
ea^ matter.

Vietnam anxiety grows as Sino -Soviet talks jim^ess

BANGKOK —

Th e Vietnamese Commuc^ P^tt y new spaper 
AAoi Dam meanwhile accused Pekirig of rejecting 
Hanoi's peace mitiaoves in Cambodia and escalat- 
ing weapons delrveries to the Khmer Rouge guerril- 
las. The paper also denied that Vietnamese forces 
were preparing for an offensive against the Com- 
munist Ktuner Rouge and two other Cambodian ' 
resstance fections during the current November- 
to-May dry season.

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PHILADELPHIA (SNS) — An eerie sS- 
ence greets visitors to. the basement storage 
room in the venmble' Univershy Museum of 
the Universily of FeoD^ivania. Here, a few 
flights below exhibidon. halls' displa^g 
treasures flom past civilizatioiis. are 5.000 
unbieadied cotton sacks, unceremoniously 
stacked on dozens of flooTrto-ceiling shelves. 

Containing morethw 1 millibn scraps and 
bagments of excavated pottery dating back 
55 centories. the .mute bags have Steady 
spoken volumes about an ancient agricultural 
people who settled and thrived in what is now 
the viOage of Ban Chiang in northeast Thai- 
land. The prelmtoric people of Ban Chiang 
carved no tablets, painted no* frescoes, built 
no cities, but they left e^ence in their pot- 
tery and metalwork of an artistically and 
technologicafly sophisCMECd dvittsation

“The discoveries at Ban Cldang. particu- 
hurfy earfy bronze metalwork dated to some- 
time after 3000 B.C. and some of the oldest 
ironwork yet unearthed in East Asia, were 
completely unexpected:” University 
Museum archaeologist Joyce White says. 
‘'Finding these obiects thousands of miles 
from the accepted centers of cultural innova- 
tion has caused scientists to; rethink tradi- 
tional theories about- the development of 
civilizatioD in Southeast Asia, long consi- 
dered to be a cultural backwater of China and 
India.” 

The public now has its first opportunity to 
glimpse this lemarkable lost culture in a new 
exhibition — a rich array of handsome pot- 
tery spannmg four miUenia. bronze tools, 
utensils and -jewelry such as anklets and 
bracelets and other artifacts uncovered jErom 
the excavations. The show opened 
month, ampnjpriately. at f%iladel{ribia's Uni- 


round dide,..it was obviously the top rim of a 
pot...I got up To look around and saw that the 
entire area...was littered with these round 
tops. I guessed it was the top of a biuial 
ground.” 

Young took samples of the potsherds to 
Thai 6}q)erts. and eventually the sherds were 
sent to the University Museum for dating. 
Soon after. Hiai scientists conducted test 
excavations at Ban Chiang. uncovering stone 
tools and bronze as weQ as more pottery.' 

Then came the startling news: One of 
Youngs potsherds seemed to date back to 
4630 B.C. (a date that was unheard off' says 
White, who has been involved with the Ban 
Chiang protect for rix years and. as a 
reasearch associate at the University 
Museum, has been the creative force behind 
Che ejdu'brcion. “Moreover, excavations at a 
site near Ban Chiang. Non Nok Tha. bad 
turned up bronze axes , and bracelets that 
appeared to be made loc^y and might have 
dated back to 3000 B.C.” 

The finds created a sensation, and Ban 
Chiang became famous almost overnight. 
“After all.”- White says, “the traditional 
theory held that bronze technology was 
estaUished ori^ally in the Middie East 
around 3000 B.C. ai^ eventually ^>read — 
about 2300 years later — to Soutoeast Asia. 
Although Bronze Age items had been 
reported from haphazard excavations all over 
mainland Southeast Asia for over 1 00 years, 
everyone assumed that they had been intro- 
duced from other re^ons — India or cWa.. 
for instance. 

“Bastcally.” she explains, “little research 
had been done in Southeast Asia. It was a 
vicious drcle. No one did research there 
because the area was considered cuIturaDy 
uninteresting, and it was considered uninteT- 
esting because no one had done researdi.” 

That soon was to change. Afiill-scale exca- 
vation was laundied at Ban Chiang in 1974. 
The largest ever conducted in Southeast 
Asia, the excavation was diracted by the late 
archaeologist Chester F. Gorman of the Uni- 
veisity Museum, wbo had earlier excavated a 
Stone Age culture dating to 1 2.000 B.C. at 
Spirit Cave in northero Thailand, and Pisit 
C^aroenwongsa of the Thai Fine. Arts 
Department. 

Tons of soi] were rifted to retrieve every 
sherd, scrap of bone and fragment of metal. 
After -two seasons of fieldwork. . 1 8 tons of 
material, including more than 1 V4 mfllion 
pottery sherds. 2Q0 pots and 2.000 other 
artifocts — most associated with burials — 
were sent to the University Museum for 
analysis. The skeletal remains from 123. 
human burials were seot to the Univerrity of 
Hawaii, animal remains to New Zealand. A 
battery of the latest sophisticated sdentific 
methods was- employed to study the metal 
obiects. Pots were labriously reconstructed in 
the basement of the University Museum. 
Data were computerized for easy retrieval. 

In 1 979. White went to Bah CWahg for 20

The Ban Chiang pec^le also buried their 
dead with great ceremony. “'Vulgan.'' for 
example, was a iniddle-aged man uicknaroed 
by the excavators for the Roman, god of 
metal-making.

“Later, between 1000 and 300' B.C 
White says, “an elaborate new frmeral i^e 
came into use. in which large, delicate phts 
were shattered ovct the body. “TIus suggests 
a sode^ wiDing to '‘thiow away* items requir- 
ing coosiderabie labor.”. 

The most important and unanticipated dis- 
(^very from t^-period was the presence of

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pbiiits — some of the oldest rroin objects 
found in East Aria.“Sin(¥ the technology for 
casting bronze is not directly transferable to 
iron.” White explains, “the appearance of 
iron indicates a considerable expanrion in the 
metallurgical repertoire of the ancient 
metalsnuch.” 

- For another .500 years, beginning arouiid 
300 B.C- the Ban Chian culture continued to' 
blossom and prn^r. The vfllageis painted 
elb elaborate pottery derigns and carved 
intricate day rolleis. which may have been 
used to print textiles. They alro feritioned 
delicate, twisted wire necklaces from a uni- 
que kind of bronze made with a high tin a >n- 
tenL a type of material requiring exception- 
ally hi^ sldD in handling because of its brittle 
nature. 


Arebaeoiogists have been unable to find 
traces of the Ban Chiang culture later than 
200 .D.. and. since the vfflagexs left no writ- 
ten reconfe. sdentists can only speculate that 
the society was eclipsed by Buddhist cultures 
that spread from India and China in the third 
century. 

As might be expected, the excavation of 
Ban Chiang has raised more questions than it 
has answer^ about the development of civil- 
izatioD in Southeast Aria. . 

“The Ban Chiang people.” White says, 
“had ytty sophisticated, metalluTgjcai trac- 
tion. which apparently developed indepen- 
dently of China or India. 'Yet to focus exclu- 
riveiy on the metal is to miss tnudi of the story 
and rignificance of Ban Chiang. Metals do 
not create cultural development people do, 

“What's. surprising is.that In contrast to 
other prehistoric rites, none of the objects 
found at Ban Chiang imp1y,^y militaTy pur- 
poses or an urban setting-'Vi^y did the exaetr 
ing. labor-consuming technology of 
bronze-working become established at such 
an early date in a Southeast Asian agricul- 
tural village society? 

“Everytiiing wc*ve seen suggests a peace- 
ful society endowed with economic prosper- 
iQr. security, stability and high aesthetic 
achievement for 4.000 years.” 

Who. toen. were these people? Where did 
they come from, what was their influence on 
other regions and where did they go? “That 
so many questions remain to be anrivered.'’ 
White replies, “means that this region will be 
one of the most exciting areas for archaeolog- 
ical research for years to come.”

Tanaka has 
paradoxically manag ed to increase his politi- 
cal strength to the point where he, not Prime 
Mini^r Yasuhiro Nafcasone. & the undi^ 
poted leader of the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party (LDP). 

Nominally. Tanaka is no longer a member 
of tbe LDP because he resigned when the 
ttfibeiy scandal blew Nevertheless, he 
cnntmls the biggest faction of LDP members. . 
and his suppo rt is indispensabie for every 
important political .dedrion. including who

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should be inime minister and wbo is picked 
for the cabinet.

WASHINGTON (LAT) — A bullet rips 
tbiougb tbe brain of a pre^ntial aide dui^ 
ing an assasanarion attempt. A madman 
poisons seven persons with, cyanide in 
Tylenol capsules. Tbe cost is in lives and dol- 
lars. 

Lawsuits put the price at $131,500,000. 

Tbe two incidents may seem unconnected 
at first, but they have a fundamental simflar- 
ity. The survivors of both want someone to 
pay tor the tragedies. Therefoie, they are 
using traditioDal legal theories in a novel way 
to dramatically expand the law. 

“There is a mentality in toe population that 
for every harm there must be a remedy in 
money,” said Thomas McNamara, a 
Michigan lawyer and. chairman of an Ameri- 
can bar association, subcommittee ou mao- 
ufacrorez's liabDity litigation. “A significant 
part of tbe population is hojting to fall down 
in toe supermarket and retire with a non- 
cripiding injury.” 

That is why RQ Industries, which made the 
gun John Hinckley used to shoot President 
Reugan and his press secretary, James Brady, 
and Johnson & Johnsoo, which product 
Tylenol, are joining other major corporations 
being forced to face a new frontier m ne^g- 
ence law. 

So far, Ford Motor Co. has paid millions of 
dollars in damages because of tbe explodnig 
Fuel tank on its Hnto model. In one of the 
largest product liability claims, Vietnam vet- 
erans are suing Dow Chemical and other 
manafaettneTS of Agent Orange. They 
chaige that tbe defoliant caused serious Al- 
nesses to the soldiers and their frunAies. 
Because of such lawsuits, a major company, 
the ManvAle Corp., had to file for bankruptcy 
this summer because it could not cope with 
the number of claims based on exposure to 
toxic asbestos. 

Tbe lawsuits are part of a body of law 
known as product liability, which means 
manufacturers are liable for defective pro- 
dticis. It is an extension of the common law 
remedy known as torts, meaning the victim of 
a wrongful act is entitled' to damages. In 
1963, . a new era began with a landmark 
California case that held manufacturers liable 
for a “defect” even though it may not be tbe 
result of any .negligence in the product's 
desi^ or manufacture. 

Tte leading expert in this area, John Wade 
of VandeibAt Univershy in NashviDe, said it 
is a result of consumerism. “ When there was 
an auto accident 1 5 or 2U years ago, nobody 
thought of suing the mani^cturer,” he ssid. 
“They sued the other driver." SheAa Birn- 
baum, a products liability specialist and 
associate dean of New York Univenity X.aw 
School, said: “It is an incredibOy expanding 
area of law.” The Tylenol and Brady cases 
can stretch the law even more, she said. 
“ Even a year ago, people wouldn’t have been 
expected to pursue a lawsuit where there was 
an intervening criminal act.” 

- In tbe Tylenol poisonings, survivors are 
suing for a total of $31.5 mfflion. Leonard 
Ring, a Chicago attorney representing the 
survivois of three of tbe victims, is arguing 
that Johnson & Johnson faAed to use 
tamper-proof caps and lids such as foA or 
plastic seals. He also contends it was possible 
to have a solid capsule that couldn’t be 
opened. “AA of the things they arc doing 
now,” Ring'said, “were clearty known to 
them and were used in some form by others.” 

One of Ring s bigger hurdles is couvrocing 
judge and jury that the firm could have fore- , 
seen tbe acts of a still-unknown person. 
Regardless of the outcome, experts agree tbe 
practical effects of the Tylenol case mean 
more secure packaging of practically aU food 
and drug products. After tbe lyieuol inci- 
dent, a manufacturer can no longerclaira that 
such criminal tampering was not foreseeable. 

The SlOO-miUlon suit against a Miami 
maker of cheap handguns, brought by James 
Brady, the president s press secretary, has the 
most dramatic potential of aA — eluninating 
the cheap Saturday night special hudguns 
from the market. It would accomplish what 
handgun control advocates have been unable 
to do through le^slative action. 

Brady and his wife, Sarah, ate siting RG 
fodostries, whi^ assemble 15,000 guns a 


day tty putting imported West German parts 
on an one dollar frame in a Miami factory. 
Hinckley bought the gun for $50 from a Dal- 
las pawnshop. 

Seven lawsuits simAar to Brady’s are pend- 
ing around the country. They are being anxi- 
ously watched. The victims are being assisted 
tty tbe Foundation for Handgun Education, 
based in Washington, D.C., which collects 
data about handgun lawsuits and assists Ihig- 
ants. 

“ When a handgun makes a crime victim a 
quadriplegic, society at large is paying for it,” 
said Samuel Fields, executive director of tlK

foundation. “ We want an industiy with gross 
sales of $200 to $300 mOlion a year to pay for 
it The damages in these lawsuits would make 
tbe true cost of their products come home to 
them.” 

Biad/s lawsuit argues not that the guu was 
defective — it did exactly what it was sup- 
posed to do. Instead h presents two theories: 
First, manufacturers and handgun dis- 
tributors are liable for injuries beause they 
make little effort to stop the guns from faAing 
into the hands of criminals. Second, the 
inherent dangerousness of such guns out- 
weight any social usefulness. 

Brady's suit contends that several factors 
show that tbe gun was being marketed for 
criminals, not for legitimate owners of 
firearms. These factors include the price of 
the RG 14 weapons, $39.95, its concealable 
2-incb barrel melts after five or six firings. 
Brady's court papers cite a series in newspap- 
ers, which reported that the RG 14, of which 
there are an estimated 1 miUion nationwide, 
is used more often in crimes than any other 
weapon. 

Stuart Speiser, a product liabAity lawyer, . 
said that if Brady or others are successful, 
manufacturers of cheap handguns would find 
their insurance canceled. “TTiey*U either go 
out of business after a few judgments,” 
Speiser said, “or the/A stop selling to shops 
that don’t check their customers.” 

The Brady lawsuit goes further than the 
Tylenol cases because his purpose is not oniy 
to recover damages for his injuries, but to 
stop the sale of Alegal handguns. Speiser, who 
wrote a book in 1980 about just such a law- 
suit, agrees with this purpose. “ We use our 
legal system to change society,'' he said. “ We 
can go into court when tbe rest of the gov- 
ernment is paralyzed.” 

But other le^ observers are not con- 
vinced that lawsuits are the best way to 
achieve broad societal change. There have to 
be some limits, argues Aaron Tweiski of 
Hofatra University Law School. He uses the 
textbook example of an automobUe. It is cer- 
tainly dangerous, but a totally safe vehicle 
would be unaffordable. “There are signific- 
ant tradeoffs,” Twerski said. “ It is not now 
and never has been the policy of this country 
to have safety at any cost.” 

The two national tragedies present legal, 
political and social issues. “The fascinating 
part of the story is that it lays bare fundamen- 
tal questions about wfaat we want our tort 
system to do,” said Twerski. “How much 
safety is enough safety? What are the 
tradeoffs to be made, and wbo do we want to 
be the decision-makers, the courts or the 
legtsfatures?” 


Thai monument of hate

RIVER KWAL TbaAand (LOS) — 
Twenty thousand Thais had gathered for 
caniiv^-Uke festival beside toe infamous 
bridge over tbe River Kwai. but they started 
their week of fun witii a minute of sOeuce for 
the tbousanifa of Allied prisoners of war who 
died btiAtong tbe bridge and the 225-nuIe 
Banna raOway. 

De^ite open-air Kung Fu movies. Thai ' 
b earing , bull races and rock music, the kyen- 
ote was provided in a sound and light riiow 
describiag the bridge as a “monument of 
hate” to the Japanese who ordered its con- 
struction. 

With li^ts picIdDg out in the steel spans set 
on 11 masonry towers, the buUdiag and 
bombing of tbe bridge were both vividly 
re-enacted.. Smoke from mock exploaons fil- 
led the valley, obscuring tbe river but not tbe 
bridge looming above h. 

In World War H. tbe Japanese Army, 
e^er to open a supply route acros dense 
juggle from Tbailand'to Burma, worked and 
starved to death J()0.000 forced Burmese 
and Malay laborers, and 1 6.000 Dutch. Brit- 
ish, Australian. Canadian and American 
prisoners of war. 

Unlike tbe wooden “bridge over the River 
KwaT. erected m Sri Lanka for the film, the 
real thing stfll stands intact — a steel and 
concrete structure that cost one life for every 
sleeper. Only two cutter spans had to be 
rebuih after a raid by ASied bombers in 
1944. 

■ poWs' drawings- on di^ay in a war 
museum at a Buddhist tem^tie in nearby Kan- 


ebanaburi show why so many died during the 
three-year bridge-l^dmg ordeal from 1 942 
to 1945. 

■ Naked to toe waist, bearded, starved and 
faeunted-looking men haul huge log struc- 
tures through waist-deep water. Uniformed 
guards bold a struggling prisoner down whAe 
his hands are smashed with a sledgehammer 
for stealing food. 

“Give me his — he’s dead.** reads the cap- 
tion to a drawing of food distribution in a hut. 

Many Thais — but fewer and fewer sur- 
vivors and relatives of the POWs — stop at 
the Kanchanaburi war cemetery, where the 
remains of 6.982 British. Dutch and 
Australian POWs were inteired after being 
dug up from graves aloi^ tbe track. 

Tina Slingo. a 21 -year-old English girl, 
stood before her grandfather’s grave and 
read tbe epitaph. “He died to make us free. 
Forever in our thoughts. LovefitmisonsKen. 
Reg and Eric.” 

“I am the only one of my fasuly that has 
ever been here.” said Una. “It seems fimny 
to see my name here, and my father's name.” 
Then she added: "We know he died of 
hunger.” 

Leung Tong vividly remembers the tor- 
ment of the POWs. “llie Japanese hit me in 
the face when I took pty.and gave a banana 
to a prisoner.” said Leung, aged 54. now a 
cemetery caretaker in Kanchanaburi. 

Leong was 16 when the Japanese held 
1 0,000 sick prisoners at Chun^^ai. DaAy he 
healed dig graves for tbe e^iected victims of 
dysentery, cholera and hunger. 

“The Thai people unU never forget what 
happened here,” he said.

Swiss banks 
assets dip 

ZURICH. Ckre. 27 |R) — The net foreign 
asset piisiiion uf all Swiss banks declined by 
i .8 billion francs in the third quarter to 27.5 
billion, the national bank said. 

The decline was matnly 'due a 3u percent 
rise of the gold price, larger inflowsof foreign 
funds, and declining use of foreign money 
markets by increasingly liquid Swiss banks, it 
said in a preview of iis monthly report. The 
higher gold prices boosted the book value of 
metal accounts on the liability side, it said. 

Overoil liabilities rose 5.4 billion francs to 
llo billion while assets including currency 
swaps with the national bank rose merely 3.b 
bilJkin lo 1 44 billion, it .said. 

In fiduciary business, liabilities rose also 
faster than assets, mainly because fiduciary 
business with Swiss-based customers 
declined both in foreign and domestic cur- 
renev. it said. 

' The combined net asset position from both 
fiduciary and other business fell 5.2 billion 
francs to 54 billion, it said.

The BIS repon. covering imemaiiona) 
bank loan.s in the first half of I *^82. said credit 
to Latin America and the .Middle East fell 
incrca.singly into the short-term category of 
up to one year.

The trend was particularly pronounced in 
the case of Mexico and Argentina but Braal 
w’as anexceptinn. doing most of its borrowing 
at longer-term.

Mexico]s debt to banks in mid- 1982 was 
S64.4 billion, up from 57.1 billion at the end

The BIS reported weakening confidence in 
the credit standing of East Europe, where 
Poland arid Romania have been forced into 
rescheduling and Hungary had to be bailed 
our of a liguidiry crisis bv Western central 
banks. 

Nearly all of the S6.7 billion decline in 
banks' (Outstanding claims on East Europe 
was in the shnn-term category, reflecting a 
massive withdrawal of dep^iis by Western 
banks early in the year. The largest falls were 
recorded in claims on the Soviet Union. 
Poland. Hungary and East Germany, the BIS 
said. 

In the Middle East. Kuwait and Egypt were 
the chief new borrowers, mainly on short- 
terms. The pattern of international bank debt 
showed little change from the second half of

GM vies for European maiket 


MADRID. Dec. 27 (R) — After a market- ■ 
ing test run. the U.S. car giant General 
Motors (GM) is making a major new chal- 
lenge for primacy in the European market 
with the launching of the Opel Corsa. 

De^e the ailing condition of the industry 
in Europe, the world's lai^est motor com- 
pany has invested almost S2 billion in Spain 
fo produce die Corsa as a oompetitoron the 
small-car end of the market. Production 
began on target in August at Zaragoza, 
northeastern Spain, and sales bepn in mid- 
November. 

This was only a month before the Adam 
Opel Company in West Gennany. a CM sub- 
sidiary. intr^uced short-time working 
because of continuing weak demand. 

The plant wQi produce 200.000 cars next 
year. Fuli product of 270.000 units in 1984 
will make ^>ain Europe's fourth-largest car 
producer, a company spokesman said. It now 
stands fifth. 

The Zaragoza plant and three components 
factories took $] .8 billion of GMs S 2 billion 
European expansion program. Small cars 
make up about 25 percent of total European 
new car sales and up tn 35 percent in Italy. 
Spain. France and Portugal, according to 
company figure's. 

GM Oiairman Roger Smith has said the 
European car market offers 2ii percent 
growth in the eighties, against one percent in 
the United States. Demand in Spain is 
expected to grow faster, another company 
of^al. Javier Oraa. told Reuters. 

The company plans tn sell about a quarter 
of its frill Corsa ptroduction in Spain and to 
export over 1 80.000 of the cars a year from 
1984. Sales in Spain. Italy and France have 
already outstripped production. Oraa said. 

Exports to Portugal begin in January, to 
West Gennany in March and to Scandinavia 
and Britain in April or May. he said. The 
main rivals for the new car are the Renault. 
Five, the Ford Fiena and Fiaf s 1 27. British

*rhe index covers mannfeettuing. mining 
aiid utilities and accounts for neatly 30 per- 
cent of the index of real domestic product. 

In October, manufectnring output fell 3.75 
percent while electrical gas and water 
utilities were off 232 percent, metal mines 
were off 3.66 percent and rubber and ftotics 
declined 535 percent. However, oonmetal 
mines, exduave of coal mines, increased 
output 1236 percent.

Shipping (JLRS) reported. 

Total otoers at tte end of September were 
down to just under 31 million tons gross — 
the lowest since December 1979 and more 
than 100 rnflUon tons below the 133.4 million 
ton record established in March 1974. 

Tanker orders were badly hit. shrinking to 
a total ‘^book’* of only 5.67 mflliOD tons — 
down from 8.12 miDion tons gross a year ago. 
General cargo orders rose from 4.4 to 5.84 
minion tons gross, exceednig tanker orders 
for the first time for many years. 

But the fierce competition on the market 
maintained with the deixvexy of new ships 
totaling 12 mffK nn tons gross thfr year, and a 
snnSar tonnage is eiqpected in 1983. The 
worid merchant fleet grew by 3.9 millioo tons 
gross in the 12 mon& to June, to a record 
424.7 minion tons. Lloyds added. 

The weakness of the ofl-tanker trades 
meant that the “combo” shq>s — combina- 
tion vessels capable of carrying dry bulk car- 
goes. grain, coal, ore or oil — invaded the 
dry-cargo sector, able and williDg to accept 
lower rates.

The FaBdands conflict in April turned the 
market mcreaangj^ cautions, and rat^ eased 
q winici y as tonnage refused to sail into toe 
South Atlantic. Maritime shipping preferred 
to stay in the safer waters of the Northern 
Hemisphere, and also objected to ballasting 
anywhere Hnie«g assured of a remunerative 
rate. 

Soviet chartering continued but was 
shrouded in secrecy. The summer recess 
brought bints that these charterers had hired 
too many vessels and were preparing to re- 
leL 

The end of tiie fighting in toe South Atlan- 
tic coincided with a good demand for Argen- 
tinian grain from the Soviet Union, but this 
had very littie impact on sentiment 


BOGOTA, Dec. 27 (R) — The Colombian 
government raised fuel prices and public 
transit charges 18 percent cot income and 
wealth taxes and exempted lower income 
brackets from paying tax, under decrees 
issued by President Bdisaiio Betancun. . 

ICgher fuel and transport costs ate aimed 
at reducing subsides to toe Colombian state 
oH company. These have cost toegovemment 
ateut $45 mnUon a year as a xesito of the 
diterenoe between the cost oi impoTted friel 
and the domestic price to consumers, and 
helped swell the budget deficit at $1 .50 bil- 
lion this year. 

The cut in income taxes and the move 
exempting low income brackets is aimed at 
raduemg toe tax burden in tiie cnirent 
economic recession.

France, China 
confirm N-tie-up 

PARIS. Dec. 27 (AFP) — ''Hie French 
foreign ministry Monday confinned that 
France and China recently conclnded a coop- 
eration agreement in the nuclear power sec- 
tor. 

The atomic energy commissions of toe two 
countries concluded the agreement in 
November, a. ministiy ^kesman said. The 
Trench' Commissariat A FEnergie Atomi- 
que (CEA) said tiie d^ was signed in Paris. 

Earlier reports from Peking said this first 
agreement of its kind between the two coun- 
tries covered research and development on 
water reactors ranging from 300 to 900 
megawatts. 

It provides for cooperation in toe fields of 
reactor safety, sodhim cooling technology, 
toe geology and processing of uranium ok. 

Tte (wo countries are to run a jomt coop- 
eration program in 1983-84. renewable ^ 
tadt agreement. Personnel training and 
exchange will be part of toe program.

BRUSSELS, (AFP) — The Belgian gov- 
ernment announced that rents and valued 
added tax rates on many goods and services 
win rise as of Jan. 1 . The VAT increases are 
to bring in an extra 1 5 billion Belgian francs 
a year for the government. Rents are going 
up by 6 percent. Separate^, the economics 
ministry announced that the consumer price 
index in Belgium dropped by 0.10 percent 
in December, making the inflation rate 8.10 
percent for 1982 as a whole.

The budget was adopted by a vote of 166 to 
119. Defense spending under the budget 
will be 151.1 billion drachmas, up 12.7 per- 
cent in nominal terms from the previous 
bndge t. 

PARIS, (R) — Preferenti^ loans, totaling 
45 billipn francs wiO be avaiiabloto French 
firms in the private sector planning invest- 
ments next year, high ranking finance 
ministiy sources said. The cost of most of 
the loans will be cut by three percentage 
points from the cuirent level, ttey said. 

THE HAGUE, (R) — The Dutch cur- 
rent account bakmce of payments on a 
transactions bas>i showed a provisional sea- 
sonally adjusted surplus of 1.2 billion guil- 
ders in the third 1982 quarter, the finance 
ministry said.

Louisiana, Colorado

NEW YORK. Dec. 27 (AP) — Roods 
from almost 15 inches (38 centimeters) of 
rain washed through Louisian a comm unities 
Monday, blocking mere than r.KR) ^'rsons 
from their homes, and Colorado residents 
were u^ed to stay home luidl the snow from 
a blizzard could be deared. 

In northern Missisappi. rescuers in boats 
and four-wheel drive vehicles evacuated 
dozens of families early Monday as rain sent 
rivers out of their banks and marked the 
state's wettest December on rmrd. Masrive 
traffic jams developed Monday in snow- 
bound Denver and delays continued at Sta- 
pleton Internationa] Airport as the dty dug 
out from under the recori weekend blisaid 
that claimed three lives. 

Colorado authorities urged coounuters to 
stay home unless they had jobs e^ntial to 
public safety. The Colorado state patrol was 
forced to close a section of an interstate 
highway near downtown Denver when some 


low-level radioactive material spQied fivm a 
van. Steady weekend ram spiDed waters firom 
bloated rivers into residentia] areas of 
Louisiana, forcing evacuations across the 
central and northeastern part of the state, 
officials said. Another 3 to 6 indies were 
predicted for Monday. 

In the Denver area, meanwhile, snowplow 
drivers worked through the night trying to 
clear up to four of snow that paralyzed 
traffic and shut down Stapletown Interna- 
tional Airport for 36 hours during and after 
the blisard. 

The airport, jammed with thousands of 
people try^ to return home ater tiie holi- 
days in the Denver area, was operating with 
two of its four runways open. 

“Thousands of people here are sick, tired 
and frustrated." said Dr. Bruce Malone, a 
surgeon from Austin. Texas, who had been 
stranded at Stapleton for two days with his 
family of four. 


Kremlin grants limited amnesty 


MOSCOW. Dec. 27 (R) — The Kremlin 
Monday decreed a limited amnesty for pris- 
oners to mark the 60th anniversary of the 
Soviet Union but this did not appear to affect 
the lot of hundreds of imprisoned dissidents. 

The amnesty, decreed by the Supreme 
Soviet (pariiament) and published by the 
Soviet news agency Tass. applied to certain 
categories of men and women serving either 
suspended sentences or terms up to five years 
in labor camps or prisons.

KATMANDU, Dec. 27 (R) — Two 
Japanese climbers set out early Monday to tiy 
to complete the first mid-winter ascent of 
Mount Everest, the Nepale.<« Tourism Minis- 
try said. 

Yasuo Kato. 33. of Omiya. and Toshiak 
Kobayashi. 35. from Soka City, were 450 
meters from the 8.848-meter peak of the 
world's highest mountain, accor^g to latest 
official reports. If Kato succeeds, he will be 
the first person to scale Everest in three dif- 
ferent seasons of the year and the second to 
climb it three times. The only other person to 
conquer Everest three times was sherpa Sun- 
dare. a Nepalese prbfesrional climber. 

Kato. leader of a seven-member Japanese 
team, tried to reach the summit last Thursday 
from n camp at 7.900 meters but managed to 
climb only 200 meters up the final southeast 
ridge because of fierce ninds. 


amne sty would not apply to prisoners con- 
victed of dangerous state crimes, a definition 
which by the letterof Soviet law encompass^ 
the hunwds of dissidents at present serving 
labor camp and prison terms. 

The vast bulk of disridents are serving 
terras of up to seven years on charges of 
anti-Soviet agitation or defemation which are 
regarded as dangerous crimes against the 
state. Tass said those prisoners who had seen 
mflitaiy action in defense of the Soviet Union 
and those who had received state honors 
would benefit from the amnesty. 

The official pardon also extended to expec- 
tant mothers. ine^>ective of length of prison 
term, and those women who had children of 
1 7 years of age or under. Tass said. Men over 
60 years, women over S3 and invalids would 
also benefit. Tass said. The decree said the 
pardon did not extend to those who had been 
convicted of murder, rape, attacks on police, 
robbery or serious economic crimes such as 
large-s^e stealing of state property. 

Those convicted of large-scale bribery or 
bribe-taking would also not be eligible for 
release. Tass said. The amnesty made no 
reference to 29 Japanese fishermen whom 
the Japanese Foreign Ministry has said the 
Soviet Union is, ready to release. The fisher- 
men have been detained for suspected viola- 
tions of Soviet territorial waters. Western 
diplomats said it was almost impossible to 
calculate how many prisoners would be 
released but since such a large number of 
o&nces were not covered by the amnesty, it 
was clearly of limited scope.

Surinamese now in thisconntiy claim that 
the military, having taken complete control 
of tbe administration, “is bofnng for tbe 
best, whfie preparing for the worsf. The 
man in command and control is Lt. CoL 
Dea Bouterse, who has reportedly oot- 
maneuvexed every soldier and dviUan with 
ambitions to role tbe former Dutch colony. 

Responable soorces are convinced that 
Col. Bouteise has a mission in The Hague- 
for talks with the Dutch government “to 
see r^ and how, tbe mess can be cleaned up 
to tbe advantage and benefit of tbe people 
of Surinam". 

The leader of tbe mission is said to be 


public prosecutor and fiscal auditor Ramon 
de Freitas. Other members include' 
Surinam's prominent labor leader Fred 
Derby, who at one stage, was reported kil- 
led. The milftaiy is reported to be serionsly 
concerned over decisons taken Ity the 
American and the Netherlands govern- 
ments to suspend all aid to Surinam as a 
result of tbe latest crm. 

Under an agreement between Surinam 
and Holland, $95 million should be paid to 
Surinam before Jan. 31 next. But there is 
little likelihood that this money wQl be 
given.

close consultation over Surinam, particu- 
larly after experts detected that tlM mflitarv 
was attempting to play the U.S. and Hol- 
land — both NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization) countries — off against each 
other. .
